The attached "Project of a Secret War in Rumania" 
has been furnished to EE, for such purposes as it sees fit, 
by General Radeeou's secretary. It was allegedly prepared 
by a Rumanian in Europe, quite obviously an adherent of 
the General 1 s • 

In essence, the project la an attempt to outline a 
practicable plan for subversive activities in Rumania 
utilizing an organization apparently created and controlled 
by General Hades cu. This organization is allegedly already 
in existence, is capable of implementing the plan and is 
desirous of receiving United States material assistance 
for the purpose. Without presuming to judge the possible 
merits of the operational plan set forth, EE notes that 
certain concrete facts are set forth, regarding the actual 
operation of the organization. 

It is requested that the attached document be returned 
to EE when It has been utilized for whatever purposes it 
may be useful.

The Project of a Secret War In Rumania* 

Reasons 

X, The cau of the Anti -Soviet war 1941 - 1944* 

On 22 June 1944, because of" following reason*, Rumania 
declared War only to the tJRSS l 

s. To free more than 4, 000, OOP Rumanian* trapped 
in the historical Rumanian province* , BASSARABIA and NORTHERN 
BUCOVINA, annexed by Ruaaia in 1940* 

b* In order to defend the Christian Western civilisa- 
tion from the Communist danger as it was done with auooesa 
in 1919 when the Rumanians eliberated HUNGARY from the HEXA- 
KUKN Bolshevio terror* 

2. The Armistice with the Allies* Rumania broke ita 
friendship with Germany ani Joined the Allies after being 
promised that the principles of the Atlantic Charte would be 
respected in Its entirety* They werei 

a* That the georgraphical boundaries will remain 
the same as on 1 March 1938* 

b* That the country will be free to elect Ita own 
Government, without any foreign interference* 

c* The respect of the "human right"* 

3* Consequenoes of the Armlstioe with the Allies: 

The Armistice promised and guaranteed by t|» Western 
AIDbs was not respected by URSS, and consequently transformed 
in an unconditioned oapitulatlon, which led to the following 
consequences s 

a* After 23 August 1944, the date of the Armiatloe, 
TTRSS took a number of 380,000 prisoners - Rumanian aoldiera and 
offlcera , with the whole armament and equipment, and deported 
them to TTRSS to hard labor. Most of them are there up till 
the present time. Thla information was taken from the filet 
of the Statistical Sedtlon of the Rumanian Chief Staff when 
the latter was not completely taken by the Agents of the URSS 
and presented together with documentary proof* by the Rumanian 
organization of Resistance to General Schuyler, Chief* of the 
American Military Mission, Allied Control lommlssion for 
Rumania* This wa a done in 1946. 
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b* Hundreds of thousands of Rumanian citizens, men, 
women end children were reported to URSS and put to hard labor* 

c« The installation by VASCHINSKY, URSS Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, of a Communist Government, against the will 
Of the nation, and the expel of His Majesty the King, MI HA I I. 

d. Maltreatment and execution of many thousands of 
women and men by Soviet troops* 

e* Sending to the hard labor of the entire social 
class of intelectuals, ex-officers and employee* For instance, 
this class was used in the construction of the Channel Danube - 
Black See* Up till now more than 60,000 persons died from hard 
working, exhaution, starvation and illnesses* 

f • The Ked Regime in Rumania determined s fi Biologic- 
al decay of the nation, especially among the youth, because of 
malnutrition of the entire population and lake of medical and 
sanitary assistance in fighting the deseases brought by the Red 
Army* 

g* The Rumanian Church was transformed into a mean of 
political propaganda and KOmxrORk's informative service* The 
priests resisting this action were arrested and executed* 

According to the statistics in Vatican, only in TRAESI1VAHIA, 
one of the Rumanian provinces, all the bishops and a number 
of 1,700 priests were arrested and executed* 

h* The political parties were disolved and their 
leaders arrested, as it happened with Iuliu KAHIU, the most 
prominent political personality, who died in winter of 1930 
after having been dragged from a prison into another* 

1 • The economy of the country has been arranged In such 
a manner that the Rumanian manpower and natural resources are 
continuously exploited for the Soviets benefit, and the majority 
of the agricultural and industrial products are sent to URSS, 
while the Rumanian m tion is deprived of itB rights* 

j. The Rumanian Army was "purified" and deprived of 
its beet elements, who had been replaced by Russians, strangers 
and common criminals, thus becoming a tool of the URSS* 

k* The proprietors of real estates have been deprived 
of their property, arrested and deported, while the peasmmts 
have been forced by means of terror to work in Kolhoses, thus 
becoming slaves on their own grounds. 
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1, The individual liberty was abolished entirely, 
and the present Rumanian Government, publishes this fact with- 
out any shame* A "law" which appeared in December 1950, gives 
25 years of hard labor to those persons who listen to the brod- 
castings of the "Anglo-American Imperialists"* 

These flag ant unrespect of "the human rights, accorded 
by the Atlantic Chart to all the nations, and also included 
in the peace treaty with Rumania, was protested by England and 
USA* The diplomatic "notes" sent by these Countries Sid not 
have any other result but show the Impotence of the Big Western 
Powers to respect their signatures, thus increasing the terror 
of the Rumanian nation, left at the Soviet discretion* 

PRESENT SITUATION IM HJHAJI1 

In Rumania, at the present time, through a constant use of 
the country in URSS favor and the rationing of all alimentary 
products®, the personal storages are completely enihilated* An 
average person in Rumania does not possess more food than it is 
necessary flbf a day living, and even this is reduotd to a maxim 
of 1000 calories* Any food reserves could be stoked by buying 
it on the black market at derisive prices, what la absolutely 
Impossible for those whose Income is only a small salary or who

The ideal informative system is than when the informants
